3 The fluctuation in the numbers of the inmates of 
Workhouses, during tlie fifty-two weeks in question, has 
landed froui b4,46o, which was the number on tile 28th 
Apiil, 18oo, and the highest, number during the period to 
oh olb, which was the number on the 22nd September 1855 
and the lowest number in the same period. Comparing 
the present series of weeks with the series presented last year 
we find a decrease of 18,81!) in the maximum number, and a 
decrease of 9,956 in the minimum number, in the present series 

4. flhe summary exhibiting the extent and cost of out-door 
rehet during the same period of fifty-two weeks, shows that 
the greatest number in receipt of such relief, occurred in the 
week ended 28th April, 1855, and amounted to 771 cases 
comprising 1,323 persons, at a cost of £58 12s. M, for the 
whole week. The smallest number in receipt of out-door 
oo i unn S tlle samo period, occurred in the week ended 
2mid September, 1855, and amounted to 402 cases, comprising 
bbl persons, at a cost,, during the week, of £35 13.?. 10 d. No 
out-door relief order was issued under the seal of the Commis- 
sion, during the period in question ; and contrasted with the 
corresponding series of List year, the present series shows a 
decrease both m the number of recipients, and in the cost of 
this description of relief. 

5. A material diminution, therefore, of pauperism in Ire- 
land is still going on; and the comparison of the last twelve 
months with the preceding twelve, is, on the whole, far more 

favourable t “ an “ 10 comparison between the preceding year 

and the year next before that. 

6. We have made the customary inquiry from our Inspectors 
as to the result of them observations on tlie state of wages and 
general condition of the labouring class. An analysis of their 
Reports, which relate to e very part of Ireland, is given in the 
Appendix-nn the shape in which the samo lias been forwarded 
to the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners, to whom 
we have annually, for the last, four years, supplied, at their 
lequest, information on this subject. These Reports show 
that the material improvement in the rate of wages and the 
increased constancy of employment of agricultural labourers 
and their families, dwelt upon in our last Report, has not only 
ieen sustained, but has further advanced and acquired a still 
more permanent and healthy aspect. It must at the same 
time be observed, that this improved condition has been 
concurrent with an increase in the price of agricultural 
produce, and with the existence of a corresponding stimulus 

o agricultural enterprise. It has likewise been concurrent 
with a very large and abundant growth of potatoes, the

lowered value of which, relatively to the value of over- 
produce, has brought that article recently into more general 
consumption than was the case for several years succeeding 

the fomi^ r cont p t i on 0 f the Workhouses during the 

period in question has been satisfactory; the rates of mortality 
reported for the successive weeks being lower than in the 
preceding series ; and the number of fever patients having at 
no part o°f the period exceeded 2,435, which is equal to about 
one-fifth of the accommodation provided for this class of patients 
in connexion with the Workhouse ; and having been at one time 
so low as 1,1 60, or less than one-tentli part of the same accommo- 
dation We believe, that these statistics may be considered as 
eridencino- a good sanitary state in the population generally, 
inasmuch as the prevalence in the country o any epidemic, 
or other disease dangerous to life, immediately resmts m an 
increased admission to the Workhouse Fever Hospitals, and 
in an increase of the rate of mortality m Workhouses. _

10. This increase in the proportion of the sick inmates in 
Workhouses has made considerable progress since the date oi 
our last Report, as will be seen on a comparison of the per

of medical relief. Wo have now the satisfaction to report that 
only two cases of this description have been brought under 
our notice during the last twelve months. 

13. There is, however, another circumstance, to a certain 
degree independent both of the improved condition of tile 
country and of the machinery employed in dispensing relief 
which we are inclined to regard as one of the causes’ of the 
almost total disappearance of deaths by the wayside through 
want of the necessaries of life, and that is the diminution of 
the number of mendicants and vagrants in Ireland. There 
was a large mortality in this class during the famine; and, 
probably, a large proportion of the wayside deaths reported 
to us through the Constabulary, for several successive years,, 
consisted of mendicants who were unwilling to seek relief in 
the Workhouse, and lost their lives through their inability 
to obtain alms from the peasantry at that period. We have, 
therefore, considered it a matter of peculiar interest at this 
time to obtain some intelligence as to the state of mendicancy 
in the country, and, with this view, have obtained reports 
from tlie Poor Law Inspectors throughout Ireland, of the 
result of their personal observations and experience on this 
subject. I hose reports, of all of which copies will be found 
in the Appendix,* show that the habit of mendicancy has 
materially abated in the population of Ireland; but that, on 
the other hand, in many parts of Ireland the evil still exists 
in a considerable degree, and that in others there is a strong 
probability of its revival. We humbly submit these state- 
ments to the consideration of your Excellency, in reference 
to the policy ot causing a. uniform and sustained action on 
the part of the Constabulary, with a view to a more general 
and more energetic enforcement of the provisions of the 
Vagrant Act, 10 and 11 Vie., cap. 84. Perhaps there may 
not, be a more convenient time for the repression of mendi-. 
cancy than a time when the number of the offenders is com- 
paratively small, ami when conviction of mendicants would 
not cause inconvenience in the gaols. 

14. The preceding statistics are brought down as usual to 
a date very near the date of this Report; hut the financial 
account or statement of collection and expenditure of poor- 
rates embraces^ only the year ending 29th September, 1855, 
* “ttSMuts of the subsequent half-year, ended 25th March, 
185G, not having as vet been audited.

17. The sum expended in emigration by the Guardians of 
Unions m Ireland, during the past year, is only £6,859, and 
Pie number of persons assisted to emigrate is returned as' 830. 
I lie extent, therefore, of emigration, at the cost of the poor- 
rates, is less by £6,005. than in any former year since the 
famine, the lowest previous amount bavin" been £19 864 
in the year 1853. 

18. The reduction of the annual estimate for this depart- 
ment, adverted to in the 36th paragraph of our last Annual 
iieport, has now been carried out to a further extent. In 
the month of September, 1855, we were enabled to dispense 
with the services of the Architect, Mr. Wilkinson, and at the 
same time, with those of Mr. Walmisley, the first in the first 
class of clerks, who had done the duty of Cashier for a long 
period, during which a large disbursement of public funds 
took place directly from this department, which lias now 
wholly ceased., lhe entire cost of the Architect’s department, 
nom the first introduction of the Poor Law, lias not exceeded 
two per cent, on the outlay in Workhouse buildings and 
hover Hospitals; and this per ccntage lias included not only 
the salaries of the Architect and his assistants, and the cost of 
pieparing all plans and specifications, examination and settle- 
ment of contractors’ accounts, but all other expenses connected 
witii the official supervision of the buildings during their 
execution, and afterwards, for a long series of years in each 

” u retain the services of the Architect’s first assistant, 
Mr. Barney, giving him a position in the first class of clerks, 
ni order that we may better discharge ourselves of that respon- 
sibility which still rests upon us ' in relation to the Work- 
louse buildings, that is to say, of urging from time to time oil 
the attention of the Guardians of Unions every case of neglect

Inquiries having been made by Clerks of Unions, in some 
instances, as to the mode of keeping the accounts in Unions to which 
children, under the ago ot fifteen years, arc sent from adjoining 
Unions, under the authority of a District School’s Order; the Com* 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to point out to you the course which they think should he 
adopted, in the Accounts of the Union receiving children into the 
Workhouse, under the authority of such an Order. 

When the children are received from the Union sending them, 
they should be entered on the register of the receiving Union, and 
in the Admission and Discharge book, and other books, precisely as 
if the Union sending the paupers wore an Electoral Division of the 
Union receiving them. An account, for the contributory Union 
should be opened in the Ledger of the receiving Union, which account 
should be debited with its proportionate share of maintenance, in 
the ordinary way, according to the number of days’ relief shown to 
ho chargeable to it, and also with a certain stun for establishment 
charges ; this latter sum being the difference between the aggregate 
amount chargeable for the maintenance of the children during the 
half-year and the aggregate amount, payable for the half-year, ac- 
cording to tho daily rate fixed by the Order. Establishment account 
should bo credited with tho sum so charged for establishment 
expenses ; and the amount at foot of that account, after deducting 
this credit, should bo apportioned to the Electoral Divisions in the 
ordinary way, excluding, of course, from this apportionment, Die 
Unions sending tho children. 

YVhon paymeuts are made by the contributory union to the 
receiving Union, the amount must of course he credited to the 
account opened, as above stated, for the contributory Union. 

Immediately after tho close of each half-year, the Clerk of the 
receiving Union should send to tho Clerk of each of the contributory 
Unions, a copy of so much of the Relief List as relates to the paupers 
sont from such Union.

Mr. Wilkinson rofers also to tho ventilators over the main stairs 
tl,c '‘"KCT Iiousos.

Mi'- Wilkinson strongly remarks upon the necessity, in an eco- 
nomical point of view, of attending regularly and systematically to 
such repairs ns may from time to time become necessary in order 
to maintain tho Buildings in an efficient state ; and lie observes that 
decay will increase in proportion to the neglect the work receives. 
.He considers that ail annual expenditure is necessary, and he states 
that lie believes the best way will ho to make contracts with re 
spoctablc local persons for the glazing, tho carpentry, and the smith’s 
work ; and with some respectable plumber for keeping the pi-mps 
pipes, and load works in order ; also the roofs, though a slater is 
the proper person to employ. Regular attention to the spoiitiim 
and down-pipes appears, by Mr. Wilkinson’s Report, to he of the 
utmost importance, inasmuch ns the neglect of them is calculated to 
occasion decay to the woodwork inside the walls, through tho damp- 
ueafl resulting' from tins overflow. For painting be advises the pur- 
chasing good materials, and employing tradesmen (taking care that 
the work to ho painted is lirst well cleaned), or olse some person 
trustworthy as a competent painter. He also advises the employ- 
ing of a mason as occasion may require for any repairs in the walls 
flagging, or mortar pointing. ' ’

1. The Commissioners fur administering the Laws for Relief of 
tlio Poor in Ireland desire to call your attention to their General 
Order, dated the 20th of January, 1832, for regulating the conduct 
of Elections of Guardians in the several Unions in Ireland, a sealed 
copy of which order was transmitted with their circular of the 31st 
of that month. 

2. That Order rescinded all previous orders for regulating such 
Elections, except tho regulation or order fixing the amount of the 
qualification for the olfico of Guardian in the respective Unions, 
which remains as fixed by tlio last order issued in that behalf to 
each Union ; and excepting also any existing regulation or order 
appointing tlio Returning Officer, and providing for tho performance 
of the duties of that office. Under Article 1 of the General Order 
of 2Gth January, 1852, the Clerk of tho Union for tho time being 
will continue to lie tho Returning Officer, and the following regulation 
in tho order previously issued continues in force, subject to the 
regulation in Article 1 of tho General Order of 2(itii January, 
1852: — 



“Art. 1 . Tho Clerk for tho time being to tho Hoard of Guardians 
“shall, at every future Election of Guardians of the said Union, be, and 
“We, tho said Commissioners, do hereby appoint such Clerk to be the 
“ Returning Officer: and such Clerk shall perform the duties heroin directed 
“to be performed by the Returning 1 Officer, and all other duties suitable to 
“his office, which it may he requisite for him to perform in conducting and 
“completing such Election. And in case the office of Clerk shall be vacant 
“at anytime when any proceeding is to be taken under this Order, or in 
* * case the Clerk shall be prevented by sickness or accident, or other sufficient 
“ cause, from the i>erformancc of his duties, the Guardians of the said Union 
“shall appoint some person to perform such of the duties imposed by this 
“ Order upon the Returning Officer as shall then remain to be performed, 
“and the person so appointed shall perform such duties.” 

3. Under Articles 3, 12, 21, and 33, of the General Order of 2Gth 
January, 1852, tho Collectors of Poor Rate in the Union are to 
assist tho Returning Officer as heretofore in tho Election, at the 
times and for the purposes therein indicated. These regulations 
imposed no fresh duties on the collectors, but it will be proper for 
you to call the attention of each of them to those regulations before 
the next election takes place. 

4. The Police, who may be employed as heretofore in posting the 
notices of the Election, ancl in distributing and collecting voting 
papers, will receive their instructions from their own superior offi- 
cers ; but in case their services, in any inatanco, should not be avail- 
able in sufficient number for the latter duty, the returning officer 
should take care to furnish any other persons who may be employed 
by him, in pursuance of Article 2 of the General Order, for the dis- 
tribution and collecting of the voting papers, with proper lists and 
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instructions for their guidance, in accordance with Articles 17, IS, 
20 , 22, 23, and 27, of’the Order. 

5. Where it has happened in previous Elections that the assist- 
ance of the Police has not been available, or has not been available 
to sufficient extent, for the distribution and collection of voting 
papers within the prescribed period, the Commissioners have in 
some instances received applications for their sanction to the em- 
ployment of the Collectors of Poor Rates or their assistants, and oi 
Relieving Officers, in this service, where it may be necessary to issue 
voting papers. It is desirable that, where practicable, this duty 
should be performed by responsible officers ; and as it will, accord- 
ing to the regulations, occupy only two, or at most four days, and 
will therefore not cause auy material interruption of the ordinary 
duties of the Uniou officers referred to, the Commissioners are pre- 
pared to sanction their being employed to assist in performing t le 
duty in question, provided the Board of Guardians permit them to 
be so employed, for which permission it will be your duty, where 
necessary, to apply. If tlie services of the Police and Union Ofh- 
cers should not be available or sufficient, you will have to employ 
other trustworthy persons acquainted with the respective localities, 
as far as practicable, in accordance with the regulation contained m 
Article 2 of the General Election Order of -Gtk January, ISo-. 
But you will first take care to ascertain whether you can obtain the 
services of the Police in suflicieut number or not before you employ 
any other persons ; and you will only resort to the employment o 
tlie officers of tlie Union or other persons, in ease you cannot obtain 
the assistance of tlie Police in sufficient number.

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor m Ireland, having had under their consideration the subject of 
the collection of the Rates which were in course of collection at the 
time when the boundaries of Unions were altered, are desirous of 
receiving a Return, showing the progress made with the collection 
of such Rates since the 25th March, 1851, in continuation of a 
Return made in 1851, pursuant to the Commissioners’ Circular Letter 
of 5th July, 1851, No. 325, M-51 ; and a Form of Return is enclosed 
herewith, which you are requested to fill up and return to this office 
as soon as possible. 
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In case the collection is not yet closed, the Commissioners nesire 
to recommend the Board of Guardians to take immediate steps to 
effect this object, by obtaining lists of all defaulters, and by appointing 
a Committee of Guardians to scrutinize each case closely, with a view 
to proceedings being taken to enforce payment wherever the Kate is 
recoverable, and by declaring uncollectable all such arrears as cannot, 
be legally enforced.

The Commissioners for administering tlio Laws for Belief of 
the Poor in Ireland having been made aware that, in some Unions, 
the relief afforded to persons affected wi tli fever or other dangerous 
contagious disease, was not limited to the Destitute Poor, or even to 
the class of persons who appear to be specially contemplated by the 
16th sec. of the Act 6 and 7 Vic., c. d'J, yiz. — ‘‘Poor Persons” as 
distinguished from Destitute Poor Persons ; they thought it ad- 
visable to obtain the opinion of Counsel on the subject, and also as 
whether poor persons could legally bo admitted to the Workhouse 
I ever Hospital on tlio condition of a certain fixed payment being 
made towards the cost of their maintenance and treatment while 
there. 

A case was accordingly laid before tlio .Solicitor-G-eneral (Mr. 
Christian), and the Commissioners now transmit, for the informa- 
tion of the Board of ^ Guardians, a copy of the Queries submitted to 
him, and of the opinions given by him thereon ; from which it will 
be seen that he is of opinion that persons answering the description

No. IV — Urports from Poor Law Inspectors cm the State 
of Mendicancy in their several Districts. 

No. 1 . — Deport from Kjoiiard Bourke, Esq. 

District comprised in the Counties of f.eilrim, Mayo, Roscommon, Sligo, 
and Donegal. 

llaUina, April 19 th, 1S5G. 

Gentlemen, 

I lmv(‘ the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 4th inslant, desiring my report u]u>u the stale of mendicancy 
in this district (luring the lust three years, and at the present time, 
as far ns my personal observation and experience enable me to form 
an opinion. 

In reply, I beg to slate, that the general result of my observation 
is, that during Ihe last three years there baa boon a gradual, but 
steady, diminution of mendicancy in this district, and that at the 
present time it is confined, almost entirely, to professional beggars 
and vagran is. 

In the year 18.13, whilst the effects of the previous years of 
famine continued to be felt, the mendicants in this district may be 
considered as having belonged to four classes. 

1st. — The professional beggars, comprising persons maimed in 
limb, or sulfering from blindness or other bodily defect, who made a 
•trade of exposing their deformities in the thoroughfares adjoining 
towns where fairs or markets were held, and mendicants, who fre- 
quented towns, clamouring for alms at shop-doors or coach-offices. 
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2nd. — Vagrants wlio rambled through rural districts, sometimes 
extorting charity from the timid by the importunity with which it 
was claimed. 

3rd. Persons rendered destitute by the famine, who had been 

ejected from their cabins and were wandering through the country 
with their families, preferring a life of mendicancy to the restraints 
of the workhouse. 

4th. — Women and children abandoned by the head of the family 
whilst he sought employment in England or Scotland : this class 
being chiefly met with during spring and summer. 

Of these four classes the third was the first to disappear ; and 
families of beggars, without homes, are now very rarely met with 
in tliis district. # 

The fourth class continued longer; and, until within the last two 
years, women and children were to he met roaming through the 
country and maintaining themselves by begging, whilst the head of 
the family was employed at harvest-work in England or Scotland. 
These persons were usually possessed of a cottage, and small 
quantity of land planted with potatoes before the head of the family 
went to England or Scotland, and to which they returned when he 
came hack. I observed scarcely anv of this class during the past 
year, nor have I seen any of them during the present season. 

As far, therefore, as my observation extends, I can give it as my 
opinion that, with hut few exceptions, the only beggars to be met 
with in this district belong to the professional classes ; and as long 
as indiscriminate alms-giving continues to be the practice of the 
middle orders of this country, that description of mendicants will 
remain, and its existence will afford no criterion of the circumstances

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
the 4th instant, No. 101 »/*, requesting to he informed of the result 
of my observations and experience as to the state oi mendicancy in 
my district, for the period embracing tl.e four preceding years, and 
at the present time. In reference thereto I have to observe, that 
during the early part of the time referred to, the dole of the beggar 
(potatoes) was scarce, and the small holders of land had barely 
recovered from the effects of famine ; they were, moreover, then 
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compelled to pay high rates, which operated in checking ahns-giviug, 
imil mendicants were necessitated to sock workhouse relief. Since 
that period the condition of the farmer and the peasant has favour- 
ahly progressed, and mendicancy, with its attendant evils, acain 
exists to a large extent. 

Tlio great majority of mendicants are a helpless class widow- 

women imrtheuod with children of tender years, tlio cripple, blind, 
and impotent. On fairs and market days, this class may he seen, on 
tlio outskirts of towns, exposing their wretchedness to commiseration, 
and extorting, by their prayers and importunities, pittances of 
potatoes, turf, and such other commodities as may ho passing to the 
market ; the exception is to givo money, the rule is to give small 
quantities of the commodities L have described ; and at night ready 
access to the cabin is afforded, where the beggar is permitted to cook 
ids meals ami shelter himself. Tins voluntary and pernicious 
system is, 1 fear, generally preferred to tlio compulsory one of re- 
quiring the destitute to bo supported by poor rates in workhouses. 

Irrespective of the system being a direct infraction of the Vagrant 
Act — the provisions of which, 1 regrot to say, arc seldom enforced — 
it is fraught witli many evils to the community at largo. It perpe- 
tuates mendicancy, prostitution, and thieving; for it is notorious 
that tlio offspring of persons who subsist by begging, are incapable 
of exertion, become demoralized, and rarely, if over, seok any otiier 
occupation; whereas, if the provisions of tiio Act for the suppression 
of vagrancy wore strictly enforced, those who are mendicants from 
necessity must seek relief in the workhouse, where their wants would 
he attended to ; they would lu> taught habits of cleanliness and in- 
dustry, and their children, at all events, would ho trained with the 
view of making thorn useful members of society. Those who are 
beggars from choice would ho necessitated to work for subsistence ; 
and Lho public would, moreover, ho comparatively free from impor- 
tunity and annoyance. There is another evil attending the system 
which it is right 1 should advert to : many of the mendicants resort 
to towns for shelter, and to more successfully carry on their calling ; 
eventually they become inline and sick, and being relieved, are 
legally chargeable on the division ; and this may, to some extent, 
account for the disproportion of pauperism which is found to exist 
on oil divisions comprising towns, as compared with rural divisions.

In reply to your letter of the 4th inst., in which you request 
that I will report to you us to the state of mendicancy in this dis- 
trict, I beg to inform you, that during the last few years mendi- 
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cants have diminished in number in this part of Ireland, and are 

still decreasing. , , 

I do not, however, conceive that this change is to be altogether 
attributed to the improved condition of the labouring classes, or to 
the rise in the rate of wages, as the persons who resort to begging 
for their support are a class not much affected by the state ot the 
labour market. They are cither professional and habitual mendi- 
cants, who have no inclination for work, and whose previous 
habits of life unfit them for it, or they are poor persons unable to 
earn a maintenance iu consequence of age, infirmity, or some mental 
or bodily defect; but labourers and mechanics, wlien in distress 
from want of employment, have generally sought relief from the 
Poor Law Guardians, and have, when destitute, obtained admission 
to the Union Workhouses. The knowledge that all destitute poor 
persons may obtain relief on making application for it, having to a 
considerable extent checked the system ot alms-giving, there is less 
encouragement than heretofore for persons to seek a lnelikood by 
beggiim : while many of those who had for years been vagrants 
have disappeared, some having died, and others having, ^Mess, 
in numerous instances, become permanent occupants of the wo k- 
houses. To these causes may, m a great measure, be attubuted the 
decrease in mendicancy that has recently taken place 

la towns where the Vagrant Act is put m force (as in Bdfast, 

where the committals for “wandering abroad and beggin a%e 

duriu" the past few years, been numerous), the redact on in the 
number of beggars is particularly to be observed ; and the bench- 
cial Operation'S this Act in such places would show liow desimbhi 
it is that its provisions should be universally and rigidly enfoiced.

(if such there are now) would give £ 100 l'or a beggar’s right tobeg 
on Palmcrstown Hill, near Ghapclizod, as I remember hearing was 
paid long aftor-I was a boy. Ileal want, caused by infirmity or 
ago, can now lin'd a. shelter in a workhouse, and rate-payers have 
not, and will not continue, to give alms to beggars and pay rates for 
poor-houses; and it is now generally felt and known, that every 
one who can work, and is willing to work, can live by the hire of 
tlioir labour.

Gentlemen, 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th iusfc, 
No. 101, requesting mo to report tlio result of my porsonal 
observation and experience as to the existing slate of mendicancy 
in this district, compared with the last throe years. 

There has been throughout the Poor Law Unions in this district, 
with one or two exceptions, a considerable decrease id’ mendicancy 
within the period referred to ; and this almost general deercaso has 
been accompanied by a diminution in the numbers in tlio work- 
houses, which, although not nearly so remarkable as in the Western 
Unions, is greater than was generally anticipated in this part of 
Ireland, more particularly when the high prices of the necessaries 
of lile, and the classes which by degrees have ceased to seek relief 
cither in the workhouses or by begging, are taken into considera- 
tion ; and sooner or later, according to the state of order and dis- 
cipline maintained in caeb Union, and the education and industrial 
training of the children, there can ho little doubt, under favourable 
circumstances, that the sick, aged, infirm, and persons of bad 
character, will constitute the vast majority of the inmates of the 
workhouses. 

There is a portion of this district with respect to which I can 
only state the result of iny personal observation as to tlio compara- 
tive extent of mendicancy for the last fifteen months ; but the de- 
crease. of mendicancy is so generally admitted, that I think I may 
fairly .judge of that portion by the remainder of the district which is 
similarly circumstanced in many respects. 

The following particulars, in reference to each Union, may not 
be uninteresting : — 

Gallan Union . — Mendicancy considerably reduced ; fewer per- 
sons seeking a night’s lodging in the workhouse ; there is not one 
man capable of performing a. fair day’s work now in the workhouse ;

Advortingto your letter of the 4th iust., No. 101, M / &t , requesting 
a report from mo as to the state of mendicancy in the Galway dis- 
trict at the present time, and during recent, years, I have the honour 
to inform you, as the result of my observation and experience, while 
residing in the West, that as regards the principal towns, it may be 
affirmed generally that a considerable number of poor persons have, 
for years past, existed, and still continue to live altogether upon the 
fruits of street begging, and that, for all practical purposes, the Act 
10 & 11 Vic., eh. 84, which was framed for tho repression of this 
evil, may he said to he very nearly, if not. entirely, inoperative. 

In tho rural districts, professional mendicancy had almost ceased 
to prevail during tho famine period, hut as tho condition of the 
farming classes has gradually improved, and food has become more 
abundant and cheaper, symptoms of a revival of tho system have, 
been observable, and both individuals and families, formerly habi- 
tuated to this mode of life, are now not uncommonly found to leave 
the workhouse during the periods of the year most favourable for the 
purpose, and seek a living by bogging through the country from 
house to house, and, as frequently happens, from Union to Union ; 
but, though I believe cases of this nature are often to be met with 
at the present time, there can, nevertheless, be no doubt that, as com- 
pared with the state of things inexistence antecedent to the famine 
visitation, the evil lias, as far at least as the rural districts are con- 
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corned, abated sensibly ; and from tbe clear perception which the 
people through the country, generally, now have of the serious social 
evils flowing from professional vagrancy, and more especially so, from 
Imneinv mLlarge numbers of children in the habits ot vice and igno- 
rant it entails, 1 am persuaded that a time has now arrived, in 
ev r 0 rv way most favourable for its complete and effectual suppression, 
and that it needs but a little energy and firmness at the outset, and

Except in large towns committals for vagrancy have become of 
comparatively rare occurrence; and a greatly improved tone, in 
poiut of soli-rehanoo, and a spirit of independence, is observable in 
tiie conduct oi the industrial classes generally.

; Adverting to their letter to Sir John Young, of the date, 2ml 
.December, 1854, tho Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relied' of tho Poor in Ireland, desire to mention, for the information 
ofhis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the steps which have since been 
taken by them in reduction of the annual expenses of this department. 

In their letter to Sir John Young of tho above date, the Commis- 
sioners pointed out the various reductions which they hoped to ho 
enabled to make; and accordingly, outlie 31st March, 1855, the 
services of six Poor Law Inspectors, one Medical Inspector, and one 
Auditor, vvoro discontinued ; and on the 30th September following, 
the services of the Architect, tho Assistant Secretary, and the 
Clerk at the head of the First Class, were dispensed with. 

Since tho date of the samo lotter a further reduction of the 
number of extra clerks has also taken place. 

The entire reduction thus effected, as will appear hereafter in the 
estimate for tho year ending 31st March, 1857, in comparison witli 
the estimate for the year ending 31st March, 1855, is £8,007, not- 
withstanding the additional emoluments allowed by the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to cortai n officers in pursuance 
of Messrs. Bromley and Stephenson’s recommendations, concurred 
in by tho Commissioners. 

It is right to observe that, in doing away with tho Architect’s 
department, whereby some considerable part of tho saving has 
accrued, the Commissioners thought it necessary, for the due dis- 
charge ot the responsibility which attaches to them, in respect of 
the Workhouse buildings, and Fever Hospitals in Ireland, to retain 
the services of Mr, Barney, late Assistant to tho Architect, whose 
professional knowledge, after sixteen years’ experience under Mr. 
Wilkinson, is felt to be of much use and value in tho frequent cor- 
respondence occurring on tho subject of those buildings. This inten- 
tion was announced in tho letter to Sir John Yonng, of tho 2nd 
December, 1854, (see House of Commons Paper, No. 09, printed 
2 2nd February, 1855,) and again to tlio Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, on tiie Stli June, 1855, and was carried 
into effect in October following. 

As Mr. Barney had, for the last ten years, ranked as a clerk of 
the first class with a corresponding salary, tho reduction effected by 
abolition ol the Architect’s department would have been lessened 
by the annual sum of £350, the present minimum of that class, had 
not the Commissioners been enabled to dispense with the services 
of Mr. Walmisley, the late cashier, who was at the head of the first 
class of clerks, and whose greatly diminished duties have been now 
sufficiently provided for in tiie Secretary’s department. 

By Mr. Barney’s accession to the vacancy thus made in the first 
class, the full amount of reduction in the Architect’s department has 
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been realized ; and in addition to it the sum of £05 that is to say, 
the difference between the minimum salary (£3o0), and ±41 J, wlucU 
was the amount of Mr. Walmisley’s salary. - . 

It remains to be observed, that all the reductions which wye con- . 
t emulated by the Commissioners, in then- communications to bir J oluy 
young, and to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty s. Treasury, 
have been carried out, with the exception of the aboli tion of- the .office 
of Secretary, which could only be effected by an Act of Iarhamen . 

Should the course then recommended be now adopted, the esti- ■ 

mate for next year will amount to about £31,780 ; from which sum 
if the proportion of expenses incurred under the Medical Chanties Act 
be deducted, and if the salaries of the auditors which are, proper y 
speaking, Union salaries, be deducted (as is the case m the estimate 
of the English Poor Law Board), the res, due being the ex pense in- 
curred on account of the Poor Law branch of the department will 
be about £22,000, a sum which exceeds the_ expenses of the Pool 
Law Commission in Ireland before the famine (viz. £lb,tbb), by 
about £4,000; and this excess is nearly accounted foil by the -

That with this view the following Regulations bo adopted : — 
Pooji Law Commission. — Regulations for the Conduct of the 
Business of the Oefioe. 

I. Division of /Justness. 

The Office shall comprise the following separate Departments: 

1. The Registry Department. 

2. The Correspondence Department. 

3. Tho Statistical Department. 

4. The Copying Department. 

5. The Workhouse Buildings Department. 

First. — The Registry Department shall consist of a Superintendent 
and such and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, he assigned 
to the duty of registering papers, keeping indexes thereof, and finding 
such former papers as are required to ho brought forward for the 
despatch of current business, and arranging and depositing the papers 
when finally disposed of. 

Second. — The Correspondence Department shall he arranged as 
fol lows : — 

Tho general correspondence shall lie divided into, firstly, Miscel- 
laneous, and secondly, Union Correspondence. 

The Chief Clerk shall take direct charge of all tho Miscellaneous 
Correspondence, together with all Union Correspondence relating to 
tho Election of Guardians. 

The Union Correspondence, excepting such as relates to the 
business of Elections of Guardians, shall bo in tho direct charge of 
such and so many Correspondence Clerks as shall ho appointed to 
that duty from time to time, each having charge of a Division of 
Unions, and Poor Law papers being kept in a Division or Divisions 
distinct from papers relating to tho Medical Charities. 

Third.. — The Statistical Department shall consist of a Superinten- 
dent, and sncli and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, he 
assigned to the duty of preparing, kcepi ug, and arranging the various 
Tables and other Statistical information required for the conduct of 
the current business, for the Annual Reports, and for Returns from 
time to time required by .Parliament ; examining the half-yearly 
Abstracts of Union Accounts, the Weekly Returns of ltatos collected, 
tho Estimates for new Bates, tho Weekly Returns of tlio number of 
persons relieved in and out of tho Workhouses; and preparing the 
Medical Charities Statistics. 

Fourth. — The Copying Department shall consist of a Superinten- 
dent, and of such and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, lie 
assigned to tho duty of Copying Letters and otlior Documents, of 
entering all Letters written, into the Letter Book, and examining 
tlie Copies of all Documents so made with tlie originals. 

Fifth. — The Workhouse Buildings Department shall consist of a 
Principal Clerk, who shall have one Assistant, and who shall take 
charge of all papers which may be referred to him by the Commis- 
sioners, relating to tlie state of the Workhouse Buildings, and any 
repairs or alterations thereof.

The second and third Assistants will have immediate charge under 
the Chief Clerk, as heretofore under tho Secretary, of the Office 
Accounts the Diaries of the Inspectors, the Weekly Returns of 
Business done, the Weekly lie turns of tlie attendance of the Olerks 
in the Office, and the Quarterly Summaries thereof, and all Corres- 
pondence relating to the Office, all Parliamentary Papers and printed 
Books required for general reference in the Office, and aU Stationery 
and Bonus required for Office use ; and will keep an account of t le 
receipt and distribution of tho Stationery used m the Office, and 
furnished to Inspectors and Auditors.

This Record is to he kept in sheets filed in Portfolios — a separate 
sheet or sheets being appropriated to the Poor Law Correspondence 
of each Union, to the Medical Charities Correspondence of each 
Union, to each Inspector, to each Auditor, to Correspondence relating 
to the conduct of the business of the Office and to Miscellaneous 
Correspondence, the hitter comprising all correspondence which does

A reference to the Volume and Page of the Letter Book (Record 
of Proceedings, part III.) in which the Letter written in 
reply (if any) will he found. 

The Returns which are not numbered, are to be registered in sheets 
provided for that purpose ; a separate sheet or sheets being appro- 
priated to each weekly or monthly Return j each sheet having the 
names of the several Unions printed in the margin, and being 
ruled with suitable columns ; the headings of the columns showing 
the week or month to which the Return relates. Under these liead- 
ings, opposite to the name of each Union, is to he entered the date 
of the receipt, from such Union, of the Return for the period indicated 
by the heading. 

Where the Return is not a periodical one, but has been called for 
specially, a single column will suffice for the entries, the column being 
headed with a reference to the Register number of the Letter by 
which the Return was called for.

Papers which have on previous clays been entered in the Day 
legisterand Record of proceedings, and which, having been referred 
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to Inspectors or Auditors, arc received back, are to be stamped with 
the date on which they aro so received hack, the receipt entered in 
the proper column of the Day Register (“Date. of Return”), and 
then distributed to the parties who aro to take charge of them, in 
the same manner as newly received papers.

IV. Orders, Directions , and Minutes. 

When any Act is required to be done under the Seal of the 
Commission, and is, therefore, according to Statute, to be signed 
either by two Commissioners or by the Chief Commissioner, or by 
the Commissioner exercising the powers and duties of the Chief 
Commissioner in his absence, before the order or other instrument 
bearing the Seal of the Commission is submitted for signature, the 
Chief Clerk, or other Clerk acting for him in his absence, shall place 
his initials under the Seal in every case. 

A Minute of every Act done under the Seal of the Commission is 
to be entered in the Minute Book (Record of Proceedings, Part I.), 
with a reference to the book called the Order Book (Record of Pro- 
ceedings, PartlY.), in which the document, duly sealed and signed, 
is to be found. 

A Minute shall be made in the Minute Book of every Act of the 
Commissioners, not required to be done under the Seal of the Com- 
mission, which shall confer or take away any office or appointment 
under the Commission, or by which any payment of money, or the 
signature of any deeds or other legal instruments by the Commis- 
sioners shall take place, or which shall be directed by the Com- 
missioners, from time to time, to be specially minuted in the Minute 
Book. 

The minutes of all directions of tlie Commissioners on the papers 
laid before them in ordinary course shall be made on the papers 
themselves, or on the blank sheet attached to them; and every 
such direction shall be initialed either by two Commissioners or by 
the Chief Commissioner, or in his absence by the Commissioner 
exercising the powers and duties of the Chief Commissioner. 

No Act shall be considered to be done, and no direction shall be 
considered to be made, which shall not have been signed or initialed 
by the Commissioners in the manner above described.
